Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Selina 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The back cover of the video slick depicts a large photograph of a naked woman with her breasts 
exposed and her hands covering her genitals. The cover also depicts four small frames of explicit 
sexual activity including rear entry vaginal or anal intercourse, cunnilingus, female to female 
kissing of nipples. It also contains a cast list and production credits. The cover also includes a 
caption presenting a synopsis of the plot which includes references to “ the tale of a bitch in heat’ 
and “with the morals of an alley cat in heat". These references degrade and dehumanise women 
by reducing their status to a dog on heat and an alley cat. 

It is considered that the captions include references which promote and support physical conduct 
of a degrading and dehumanising nature. The references to “a bitch in heat’ and “morals of an 
alley cat’ are considered to be degrading and dehumanising by reducing the status of women to 
animals. The references are set within the context of advertising material depicting material of a 
sexually explicit nature designed for adult viewers. 

In consideration of the factors mentioned above, the Classification Office in accordance with 
Regulation 28(3)(a) of the Regulations considers that, if the video slick were submitted under 
section 13(1) of the Act to the Office for a decision on its classification, the video slick would be 
likely to be classified as objectionable, therefore the video slick is not approved.
